Will Susan B. Anthony replace Ike? 


A new, smaller dollar with the portrait of Susan B. Anthony may replace 
the Eisenhower dollar as early as next year according to reports coming from 
Washington. The new coins will be suitable for many vending machine 
applications. It is hoped that the new proposed smaller dollars will replace 
the dollar bill since the coins will cost no more to produce and will have a 
longer life in circulation. 

Naturally, this meansthetraditional 38.1 mm dollars may becomeanother 
bit of U.S. numismatic history. As such, the older and larger dollars could 
easily become extremely popular (they already are very popular.) Prices 
could increase dramatically if the demand outstrips the supply.
